"Is  the  honeymoon  over  yet?" 

"We  hear  you  hit  the  ground 
running. " 

T^  hose  are  the  two  most  com- 
mon phrases  I  hear  when  I 
meet  with  alumni  and  other 
friends  from  the  community, 
and  I  suppose  they  are  appropriate 
observations.  Usually,  I  don't  have  time 
to  think  about  them,  but  the  opportu- 
nity to  write  this  message  gives  me 
the  chance  to  pause  and  reflect. 


When  I  came  to  Lenoir-Rhyne  almost  three  years  ago  as 
the  academic  dean,  I  found  an  institution  with  outstand- 
ing traditions  and  an  academic  community  that  fully 
understood  its  mission  to  educate  the  next  generation  of 
scholars.  I  found  a  College  where  intellectual,  personal, 
and  spiritual  development  all  worked  together  in  harmo- 
ny. I  never  encountered  the  experience  of  many  new 
administrators,  where  everyone  is  friendly  and  supportive 
until  you  make  your  first  decision.  Rather,  I  felt  like  I  was 
adopted  into  the  culture  and  allowed  to  be  one  with  the 
traditions.  I  suppose  that  means  1  never  had  a  honeymoon 
as  an  administrator;  or  perhaps  it  means  that  a  honey- 
moon here  is  a  continuous  process  of  mutual  sharing 
and  cooperation.  In  any  case,  it  has  been  an  enriching 
experience. 

Now,  what  about  that  notion  of  hitting  the  ground  run- 
ning? We  are  certainly  running  here  at  a  rapid,  but  delib- 
erate, pace.  Recent  building  on  campus  such  as  the  Living 
and  Learning  Center  and  the  McCrorie  Center  are  repre- 
sentative of  the  spirit  at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  This  year  we  are 
completing  a  new  strategic  plan  that  will  plot  our  path  for 
the  future  in  the  context  of  our  greatness  from  the  past. 
The  plan  includes  the  enhancement  of  our  academic  pro- 
grams by  further  integrating  the  scholarly  process  into  the 
learning  experience.  We  will  be  initiating  new  and  exciting 
opportunities  for  faith  development,  and  we  hope  to  see  a 


chapel  constructed  near  the  site  of  the 
old  Cline  Gymnasium.  Our  plan  calls 
for  an  aggressive  program  to  reach  for 
new  heights  in  the  enrichment  of 
other  important  areas  such  as  service 
learning  and  athletics. 


We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  a  campaign 
to  renovate  the  Mauney-Schaeffer 
Buildings,  which  will  house  the  newly 
endowed  Charles  M.  Snipes  School  of 
Business,  the  School  of  Social  and 
Behavioral  Sciences,  and  the  School  of 
Computing  Sciences  and  Mathematics. 
The  buildings  will  also  be  the  home 
to  much  of  our  outreach  initiatives 
like  the  Alex  Lee  Career  Center,  the 
Evening  College,  and  the  graduate  programs.  The  connec- 
tion to  the  corporate  community  is  fundamental  to  the 
mission  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  and  bringing  our  various  out- 
reach initiatives  together  in  a  state-of-the-art  facility  will 
be  invaluable  in  strengthening  these  ties. 

Whereas  the  construction  and  renovation  of  state-of-the- 
art  facilities  is  symbolic  of  the  College's  spirit,  the  real 
focus  as  always  is  on  our  students.  As  part  of  our  strategic 
plan,  we  will  be  establishing  one  of  the  nation's  premier 
programs  of  student/faculty  scholarly  interaction.  Our 
goal  is  to  educate  the  next  generation  of  leaders  who  are 
equipped  to  solve  not  only  today's  problems,  but  also 
equipped  to  address  the  issues  of  tomorrow. 

So,  did  I  hit  the  ground  running?  I  hope  so.  The  excite- 
ment and  enthusiasm  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  require  that  we  all 
be  ready  to  move  quickly  to  continue  providing  leadership 
for  the  changing  world.  I  enjoy  running  to  keep  pace  with 
that  world  and  even  to  give  some  guidance  to  its  develop- 
ment. We  know  you,  too,  will  be  excited  to  see  the 
progress  we  will  continue  in  the  next  few  years.

Family-owned 
Cheerwine  steers 
a  course  through 
a  sea  of  colas 


heerwine  has  a  delicious, 
unique  flavor,"  said  Cliff 
Ritchie  '76,  president  of  Cheer- 
wine  Botding  Co.  "Cheerwine 
is  not  just  a  copy  of  another 
flavor  that  someone  else  can 
duplicate."  He  believes  that 
uniqueness  has  been  responsible  for 
the  success  of  Cheerwine  for  85  years. 
"In  the  heartland  of  Cheerwine  — 
which  is  the  Piedmont  —  our  base 
is  universal,"  Ritchie  said.  The  soft 
drink  was  invented  in  1917  by  his 
great  grandfather,  L.D.  Peeler,  who

was  already  bottling  a  soft  drink 
called  Mint  Cola.  His  business  hit 
a  snag  when  World  War  I  started, 
resulting  in  a  shortage  of  sugar.  To 
get  around  that  problem,  Peeler  began 
experimenting  with  different  sweeten- 
ers and  flavors. 

A  salesman  suggested  that  he 
develop  a  cherry  soft  drink.  After 
some  experimentation,  he  invented 
Cheerwine,  the  bubbly  cherry  soda 
whose  formula  is  still  a  family  secret. 
It  was  an  immediate  hit.  In  later 
years,  the  company  added  Diet  Cheer- 
wine, which  has  a  following  of  its 
own,  and  Blue  Mist  bottled  water. 

After  L.D.  Peeler's  retirement,  the 
company  was  inherited  by  his  son, 
Clifford  Peeler,  who  ran  the  company 
for  60  years.  Cliff  Ritchie's  father, 
Raymond  Ritchie,  also  worked  in  the 
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family  business  for  a  number  of  years, 
but  is  now  retired. 

Today,  the  fourth  generation  is 
in  charge  of  the  business  through  a 
series  of  related  companies.  ChfPs 
brother  Mark  Ritchie  serves  as  presi- 
dent of  Carolina  Beverage  Corp., 
which  owns  the  Cheerwine  brand  and 
is  responsible  for  all  advertising  and 
franchising.  Cliff  is  in  charge  of  the 
manufacturing  and  distribution  part 
of  the  business  by  serving  as  presi- 
dent of  three  "bottling  companies." 
Cheerwine  and  several  other  brands 
are  actually  bottled  by  another  related 
company  called  Independent  Bever- 
age Corp.  in  Charlotte. 

One  of  the  Ritchies'  family-owned 
companies  produces  the  Cheerwine 
concentrate,  which  is  mixed  with 
water  and  bottled,  and  the  Cheerwine 
syrup,  which  is  mixed  with  other 
ingredients  and  dispensed  as  a  foun- 
tain drink.  Cheerwine  is  also  sold, 
through  a  series  of  family-owned  or 
franchised  companies,  in  North  Car- 
olina, South  Carolina,  Virginia,  West 
Virginia,  Florida,  Georgia,  Alabama 
and  Tennessee. 

The  company  also  ships  cases 
of  the  soft  drink  to  fans  around  the 
world.  Cliff  Ritchie  noted  that  many 
cases  of  the  soft  drink  have  recently 
been  shipped  to  the  Middle  East 
by  moms  wanting  to  send  a  taste  of 
home  to  their  sons  and  daughters 
in  the  military. 

It  has  been  a  challenge  for  the 
family  to  compete  against  the  soft 
drink  giants  of  the  world,  Coca-Cola 
and  Pepsi.  However,  through  a  blend 
of  marketing,  strategy  and  tenacity, 
the  company  has  not  only  survived 
but  grown. 

"It's  a  very  competitive  industry," 
Ritchie  said.  However,  he  added,  "We 
just  finished  the  best  year  in  the  com- 
pany's history."  In  fact,  the  last  five 
years  set  sales  records. 

A  company  newsletter  boasts  that 
overall  sales  of  Cheerwine  were  up 
8  percent  last  year,  while  Diet  Cheer- 
wine sales  were  up  28  percent.  In 
addition,  sales  in  the  heartland  areas 
of  Cheerwine  rose  at  triple  the  indus- 
try rate. 

Because  the  company  is  privately 
held,  it  does  not  reveal  sales  figures. 
However,  Ritchie  did  divulge  a  little 
of  the  company's  strategy.  All  soft 
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Ritchie  is  optimistic 
as  lie  looks  toward  the 


future  of  Cheerwine.

drink  companies  must  constantly 
compete  for  new  customers,  since 
young  people  age  18-24  are  the  main 
consumers  of  the  beverages,  and  the 
source  of  virtually  all  new  customers. 
"They're  the  only  ones  who  will  try 
something  new,"  Cliff  Ritchie  said. 

To  appeal  to  this  demographic,  the 
company  has  used  TV  and  radio  com- 
mercials with  the  slogan,  "Now,  that's 
different!"  The  company  sponsors 
many  sporting  events  as  part  of  its 
marketing  plan. 

Cheerwine  has  also  expanded  its 
sales  by  acquiring  nine  other  bottling 
companies  in  the  Southeast  during 
the  past  10  years.  These  companies, 
which  also  distribute  other  brands, 
give  Cheerwine  access  to  new  cus- 
tomers. Ritchie  explained  that  soft 
drink  distributors  are  affiliated  with 
Coca-Cola  or  Pepsi  Cola,  or  they  are 
independent.  Cheerwine  falls  into  the 
independent  category.  By  acquiring 
other  independent  bottling  compa- 
nies, Cheei'wine  gets  a  place  on  more 
grocery  shelves.  "Cheerwine  is  a 
focus  wherever  we  expand,"  Ritchie 
explained.  Once  customers  are 
exposed  to  that  unique  cherry  taste, 
they  start  buying  it. 

The  company  is  also  re-introducing 
a  retro  glass  bottle  like  the  ones  used 
in  the  1950s  and  1960s.  It  plans  to 
offer  Cheerwine  in  these  bottles  in  an 
effort  to  sell  it  outside  the  Southeast 
as  a  premium  soft  drink. 

In  fact,  Cheerwine  has  even  spread 


to  Europe.  A  representative  for  a  dis- 
tribution company  in  Norway  visited 
the  Carolinas,  discovered  Cheerwine 
and  inquired  about  a  franchise.  Now 
the  famous  Carolina  beverage  is  avail- 
able in  Norway 

Ritchie  and  his  family  recently 
discovered  a  unique  way  to  let  con- 
sumers enjoy  the  taste  of  Cheerwine. 
They  signed  an  agreement  with  Salis- 
bury-based Food  Lion  grocery  stores 
to  sell  a  Cheerwine  ice  cream.  It  is  a 
house  brand  ice  cream  with  streaks 
of  Cheerwine  sherbert.  Food  Lion  offi- 
cials report  the  product  has  been  a  hit 
with  customers,  outpacing  any  new 
ice  cream  flavor  they  have  introduced. 

Another  part  of  the  family  business 
includes  a  private  label  business. 
Independent  Beverage  Corp.  produces 
house  brand  soft  drinks  for  Lowes, 
Ingles,  Food  Lion,  Bi  Lo  and  several 
other  grocery  chains. 

Although  Cliff  Ritchie  has  helped 
his  family  business  expand,  he  didn't 
always  think  he  would  work  there. 
He  came  to  Lenoir-RhvTie  College 
because  he  was  a  Lutheran,  and 
because  he  didn't  want  to  stav  in  his 
hometown.  He  decided  to  major  in 
business,  but  hadn't  made  up  his 
mind  on  a  career  direction  when  he 
graduated.  "My  senior  year,  1  said  I'd 
never  get  into  the  soft  drink  business. 
I  had  to  prove  —  at  least  to  myself  — 
I  could  make  it  on  my  owti." 

For  two  years,  he  worked  for  anoth- 
er company.  However,  when  the  gener- 
al manager  of  Cheerwines  Greensboro 
District  retired,  Cliff  took  his  place. 
In  1984,  he  moved  to  Salisbuiy  to 
become  vice  president  of  sales  and 
was  promoted  to  president  in  1992. 

Todav,  Cliff  Ritchie  has  found  his 
place  in  the  family  business.  He  is 
married  to  Amy  Benton  Ritchie  and 
has  three  children:  Joy,  16,  Carl,  12, 
and  Ben,  7.  He  is  active  in  Rowan 
County  civic  affairs  and  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Lenoir-Rh)Tie  Board 
of  Visitors.  Contributors  to  the  L-R 
Annual  Fund  have  probably  seen  him 
at  the  Homecoming  barbecue,  where 
Cheenvine  and  Diet  Cheer\\ine  are 
the  official  drinks. 

Cliff  Ritchie  said  he  is  optimistic 
as  he  looks  toward  the  future  of 
Cheerwine.  "We're  always  looking 
for  opportunity  to  expand,"  he  said. 
"We  aren't  bv  am-  means  finished."    □

H  '85,  whose  grandfather  founded 

■  the  company  75  years  ago.  Alan  j 
knows  the  company  inside  and  out, 
since  he  began  working  there  when 
he  was  15  years  old  and  has  done 
virtually  every  job  in  the  business. 

Although  it  is  among  the  largest 
coffee  roasters  in  the  nation,  S&D 
isn't  a  household  name.  "We're  more 
of  a  behind-the-scenes  brand,"  Davis 
explained.  "Many  times  you'll  be 
drinking  our  coffee  and  not  even 
know  it."  Its  customers  range  from 
Dunkin'  Doughnuts  to  the  Greenbriar 
Resort,  from  prisons  to  the  White 
House.  Today,  S&D  supplies  75  per- 
cent of  the  coffee  sold  by  McDonald's. 

S&D  began  in  1927,  as  a  partner- 
ship between  Alan's  grandfather,  Roy 
Davis  Sr. ,  and  Lawrence  Switzer.  The 
two  had  been  the  only  salesmen  for 
Watkins  Coffee,  a  small  Charlotte  cof- 
fee roaster.  When  fire  destroyed  most 
of  that  company,  each  borrowed  $500 
to  go  into  business  for  themselves. 
Switzer  left  a  year  later,  leaving  his 
initial  in  the  company's  name.  Davis 
moved  the  company  to  Concord, 
where  it  is  still  located. 

In  its  early  years,  S&D  sold  coffee 
to  small,  rural  grocers  in  parts  of 
North  and  South  Carolina.  However, 
the  emergence  of  supermarkets  in  the 
1960s  brought  stiff  competition  from 
national  coffee  roasters.  At  that  point, 
just  as  Roy  Davis  Jr.  was  becoming 
active  in  the  company,  S&D  had  to 
decide  whether  it  would  compete 
against  the  giant  coffee  wholesalers  of 
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the  day,  or  whether  it  would  seek  out 
a  different  market.  S&D  switched  its 
focus  to  supplying  restaurants,  hospi- 
tals, offices  and  convenience  stores. 
The  company  was  successful  with  this 
approach,  building  a  reputation  for 
reliable  service. 

^    However,  another  change  in  strate- 
gy came  about  in  the  early  1990s, 
when  Roy  Davis  Jr.'s  two  sons,  Alan 
and  Rhyne,  became  active  in  the  fami- 
ly business.  Alan  earned  a  degree  in 
business  from  L-R  in  1985.  "It  was  the 
best  decision  I  ever  made  (to  attend  L- 
R.),"  he  said.  "1  thoroughly  enjoyed 
my  experience  there."  While  in  Col- 
lege, he  was  an  active  member  of 
Theta  Chi  fraternity,  and  participated 
in  the  College's  intramural  sports  pro- 
gram. He  was  a  member  of  Phi  Beta 
Lambda  business  fraternity  and  spent 
one  summer  in  London  as  part  of  a 
student  exchange  program.  Today,  he 
serves  on  L-R's  Board  of  Visitors. 

After  graduation,  Alan  didn't 
immediately  go  to  work  at  S&D. 
"There  was  no  job  waiting  for  us,"  he 
said,  explaining  his  father's  philoso- 
phy about  preparing  his  two  sons  for 
the  business  world.  "We  had  to  go  do 
something  else  first." 

Alan  worked  three  years  for  EDS, 
the  computer  software  company 
owned  by  Texas  billionaire  and  for- 
mer presidential  candidate  Ross  Perot. 
Alan  lived  in  Washington,  D.C.,  while 
the  company  was  implementing  a 
new  system  for  making  military  ID 
cards.  His  brother,  who  is  two  years 
younger,  worked  for  First  Citizens 
Bank  after  graduating  from  college. 

Alan  was  offered  a  promotion  at 
EDS  that  would  have  taken  him  to 
Europe.  He  consulted  with  his  father, 
who  advised  him  to  earn  an  MBA 


instead.  Alan  did  so,  graduating  from 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  in 
1990,  the  same  time  his  brother  was 
earning  his  MBA  from  Wake  Forest. 

"The  thing  to  do  at  the  time  (for 
new  MBA  graduates)  was  to  go  to 
Wall  Street,"  Alan  said  with  a  chuckle. 
Instead,  he  and  his  brother  "came 
home  and  drove  route  trucks."  This 
career  path  continued  his  father's 
insistence  that  they  learn  the  family 
business  from  the  ground  up.  Eventu- 
ally, Alan  became  vice  president/juices 
and  liquid  coffee  concentrates,  while 
Rhyne  served  as  vice  president/spe- 
cialty coffees.  In  2000,  Roy  Davis  Jr. 
decided  to  step  down  from  active 
leadership  of  the  company,  taking  the 
title  of  chairman  emeritus.  Alan  and 
Rhyne  Davis  then  assumed  the  titles 
co-chairmen.  Longtime  employee  Ron 
Hinson  was  named  CEO  and  presi- 
dent. This  arrangement  works  well, 
Alan  said.  Although  the  sons  are  now 
officially  in  charge,  their  father  still 
puts  on  his  suit  and  tie  and  comes  to 
the  office  each  day.  His  sons  still  con- 
sult him  about  major  decisions. 

During  the  past  decade,  S&D  has 
entered  a  new  era.  It  has  expanded 
from  a  regional  company  to  being  a 
national  player.  For  25  years,  S&D 
was  a  partner  in  Dine-Mor  Foods,  a 
group  of  regional  coffee  companies 
that  allowed  them  to  compete  for 
national  accounts.  However,  S&D 
withdrew  from  that  partnership  when 
it  grew  large  enough  to  compete  with 
other  national  coffee  companies  such 
as  Maxwell  House  and  Folgers. 

In  2000,  S&D  made  a  bold  move 
when  it  bought  Victor  Coffee  Co., 
the  oldest  coffee  roaster  in  the  nation, 
which  had  been  in  business  since 
1796.  The  purchase  of  this  New 
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England  company  gave  S&D  access 
to  markets  in  the  Northeast.  Also  in 
2000,  S&D  became  the  first  food- 
service  coffee  roaster  to  receive  ISO 
9002  certification,  a  process  that 
ensures  consistent  quality  and  is 
required  by  some  national  customers. 
In  2001,  the  company  expanded  its 
roasting  facility  in  Concord  to  200,000 
square  feet.  S&D  now  has  the  capacity 
to  produce  100  million  pounds  of  cof- 
fee a  year,  although  it  currently  manu- 
factures 42  million  pounds  annually. 
In  addition,  the  company  purchased  a 
100,000  square-foot  building  across 
the  street,  which  it  uses  to  process. 


pack  and  ship  10  million  pounds  of 
tea  annually 

To  keep  up  with  changing  tastes, 
S&D  now  offers  many  specialty  and 
flavored  coffees.  It  sells  all  the  sup- 
plies necessary  for  a  coffee  retail  busi- 
ness, such  as  cups,  lids,  sugar  and 
creamer.  The  company  also  supplies 
and  services  the  coffee-making  equip- 
ment. In  addition,  it  sells  some  related 
products  such  as  tea,  juice  concen- 
trates and  even  biscuit  mix. 

S&D  operates  a  retail  store  at  its 
headquarters  and  sells  its  products  over 
the  Internet.  It  is  experimenting  with 
limited  sales  of  specialty  coffees  in 
some  grocery  stores.  Alan  said  he  does 
not  expect  S&D  to  operate  neighbor- 
hood coffee  shops,  although  it  does  sell 
coffee  and  supplies  to  many  of  them. 

Today,  the  company  has  $175  mil- 
lion in  annual  sales  and  employs  800 
people.  "We've  really  invested  for 
growth  in  the  future,"  Alan  said.  The 
company  has  warehouses  from  Flori- 


da to  Maine  and  from  the  East  Coast 
to  Chicago.  Alan  said  he  hopes  S&D 
will  be  able  to  build  additional  ware- 
houses farther  west,  and  possibly  add 
another  roasting  facility  in  that  part 
of  the  countr)'. 

Will  a  fourth  generation  of  Davises 
go  into  the  coffee  business?  Only  time 
will  tell.  Alan  and  his  wife,  Robin, 
have  two  children:  Carrie,  13,  and 
Brian,  10.  "I  haven't  pushed  them," 
Alan  said.  "My  daughter  has  just  now- 
shown  an  interest  in  the  business." 

However,  it  is  clear  that  S&D 
hopes  to  continue  blending  family 
and  business  interests  in  a  formula 
that,  so  far,  has  spelled  success.  □

For  more  than  30 
years,  Shuford  has  been  active  in 
Hickory's  furniture  industry.  He 
was  appointed  president  of  Century 
Furniture  Co.  at  the  age  of  30  and 
expanded  the  company  to  become 
one  of  Hickory's  premier  furniture 
manufacturers.  Later  he  joined  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  American 
Furniture  Manufacturers  Association 
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and  served  as  both  president  and 
chairman.  He  remained  active  in 
the  organization  until  1995. 

Additionally  he  has  served  on  a 
number  of  boards,  including  the 
Catawba  Memorial  Hospital  Board  of 
Trustees,  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  system 
and  the  Catawba  Science  Center.

The  Outstanding  Service  to  the 
Chapter  Award  has  two  categories:

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  students  Robert  A.  Whitley  '05,  40,  and 
Cindy  C.  Terry  '04,  36,  received  scholarships  for  tuition,  fees 
and  books  from  the  Jack  Kent  Cooke  Foundation  of  Lansdowne, 
Va.  The  foundation  provides  undergraduate  scholarships  that 
cover  tuition,  fees  and  books  for  non-traditional  students. 

Whitley,  a  transfer  student  from  Caldwell  Community 
College,  was  already  attending  Lenoir-Rhyne.  Terry  planned  to 
transfer  to  L-R  from  Caldwell  Community  College,  provided 
she  got  the  scholarship.  Whitley  said,  "I  want  to  make  the 
most  of  my  second  chance  at  learning  and  work  at  applying 
myself."  Terry  said,  "1  believe  that  I  am  quite  capable,  through 
hard  work,  perseverance  and  determination,  to  rise  above 
unfortunate  circumstances  and  be  anything  I  want  to  be." 

Whitley  graduated  from  high  school  25  years  ago,  but  he 
returned  to  the  classroom  five  years  ago  as  a  volunteer  tutor  at 
his  children's  schools.  While  recovering  from  a  serious  illness, 
he  spent  hours  working  with  students  in  various  areas,  from 
spelling  to  chemistry  to  math.  But  he  particularly  enjoyed 
helping  students  with  social  studies  projects  dealing  with 
North  Carolina  history.  Whitley  said,  "This  reignited  me,  both 
my  love  for  history  and  my  joy  in  sharing  ideas  and  teaching." 

Whitley  continued  tutoring  while  attending  the  community 
college,  only  this  time  he  helped  fellow  students,  including 
Terry.  Now  at  Lenoir-Rhyne,  he  is  majoring  in  history  and 
social  studies  education.  Whidey  said:  "I  want  to  teach  high 
school  and  eventually  college.  I  want  to  ignite  a  fire,  a  love  of 
learning  in  students,  so  they  can  pass  that  on  to  someone  else." 

Before  returning  to  school,  Whitley  worked  as  a  machine 
operator,  a  quality  control  specialist  and  a  photographic  super- 
visor. He  expects  to  graduate  in  spring  2005  and  hopes  eventu- 
ally to  earn  a  doctorate  in  history. 

Like  Whitley,  Terry  found  her  calling  while  helping  others. 
Over  the  years,  she  devoted  much  of  her  time  to  helping 
homeless  men,  battered  women  and  parents  who  had  lost  their 
children  to  the  court  system.  She  said,  "I  want  to  help,  and 
consequently,  I  need  professional  training  and  a  college  educa- 
tion to  be  able  to  successfully  make  a  positive  difference  in 
their  lives." 

While  serving  as  a  volunteer,  she  also  worked  full-time  as 
an  insurance  billing  clerk.  As  a  single  mother,  Terry  learned 
firsthand  how  important  it  is  to  have  the  support  of  a  strong 
circle  of  people.  She  said,  "I  want  to  be  Uke  them  —  one  who

L-R  officials  report  that  the  Col- 
lege's economic  impact  on  the 
Catawba  Valley  was  approximately 
$58.5  million  last  year.  The  College 
currently  enrolls  a  total  of  1492  stu- 
dents and  is  also  responsible  for  pro- 
viding more  than  407  jobs.  According 
to  Peter  Kendall,  L-R  vice  president 
of  administration  and  finance,  the 
College's  yearly  operating  budget  is 
approximately  $20  million. 

Of  that  amount,  the  College's  pay- 
roll and  benefits  were  approximately 
$14  miUion  last  academic  year.  Dur- 
ing 2001-2002,  Lenoir-Rhyne  had  165 
full-time  and  part-time  faculty  and 
214  staff  members.  In  addition, 
approximately  28  more  people  were 
employed  on  contract  for  food  ser- 
vice, bookstore  and  postal  services. 

Dave  Markland  named 
head  volleyball  coach 

Dave  Markland  has  been  named  as 
L-R's  head  volleyball  coach, 
becoming  the  eighth  head  coach  in 
the  College's  history. 

Markland  arrived  in  Hickory  after 
serving  as  volleyball  coach  for  Davie 
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Microscopes  donated  to  area  middle  schools 

The  School  of  Natural  Sciences  recently  donated  64  microscopes  to  nine 
area  middle  schools.  The  donation  was  possible  because  of  a  grant  the 
College  received  last  year  from  the  Charles  A.  Cannon  Charitable  Trusts.  The 
funds  from  the  Cannon  Trusts  allowed  the  College  to  purchase  new  equip- 
ment and  upgrade  existing  equipment  in  the  biology,  chemistry  and  physics 
programs.  That  left  Lenoir-Rhyne  with  a  number  of  unneeded  old,  but  very 
functional  microscopes. 

Professors  in  the  School  of  Natural  Sciences  contacted  area  middle  schools 
to  see  if  there  were  needs.  Northview  Middle  School  had  only  six  micro- 
scopes per  grade.  Concordia  Christian  Day  School  had  only  one  good  micro- 
scope for  30  students. 

The  microscopes  went  to  Concordia  Christian  Day  School  and  the  follow- 
ing middle  schools:  Jacobs  Fork,  Arndt,  Tuttle,  Riverbend  ,  Mill  Creek, 
Grandview,  Northview  and  Newton- Conover. 

Dr.  Marsha  Fanning,  chair  of  the  School  of  Natural  Sciences  said,  "We're 
grateful  to  the  Cannon  Trusts  for  their  long-standing  support  of  the  sciences 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  Their  gift  made  it  possible  for  us  to  share  as  well."  ■

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This  carving  of  a  bison 
was  left  in  an  Italian 
cave  by  ancient  people. 
It  was  probably  carved 
as  part  of  a  ritual  to 
assure  a  successful  hunt. 
This  carving  and  various 
cave  paintings  were  dis- 
covered by  Hr.  Robert 
Winter,  L-R  art  professor, 
and  his  international  col- 
leagues during  a  research 
trip  last  summer. 
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ones 

Dr.  Robert  Winter  discovers  traces  of 
prehistoric  cave  paintings  at 
remote  site  in  Italy 
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In  a  remote  section  of  southern 
Italy,  Dr.  Robert  Winter,  profes- 
sor of  art  at  Lenoir- Rhyne  Col- 
lege, carefully  entered  a  cave,  not 
knowing  what  he  would  find. 
Shining  a  light  onto  the  cave 
walls,  he  wasn't  sure  what  he 
was  seeing  at  first.  As  his  eyes  adjust- 
ed to  the  dim  illumination,  something 
amazing  appeared.  Just  to  make  sure, 
he  rubbed  a  finger  against  the  damp 
wall  and  smelled.  Yes,  it  was  what  he 
thought.  There  on  the  inside  of  an 
abandoned  cave  were  the  remnants 
of  artwork  left  by  prehistoric  humans 
practicing  their  ancient  rituals.  The 
paint,  made  of  animal  fat,  charcoal 
and  various  pigments  made  from 
crushed  rock,  had  clung  to  the  cave 
wall  for  more  than  10,000  years. 

Barely  decipherable  to  the  untrained 
eye,  the  drawings  of  men  engaged  in  a 
bison  hunt  were  exciting  evidence  of  a 
PaleoUthic  (Old  Stone  Age)  tribe  that 
had  once  inhabited  the  mountainous 
area  of  Calabria,  Italy. 

During  ceremonies  designed  to 
"ease  the  hunt,"  these  people  would 
have  painted  men  and  animals  on  the 
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wall.  Interestingly,  the  hunters  are 
depicted  in  very  abstract  ways.  They 
may  be  stick  figures  or  a  crude  head 
or  even  a  shield  or  spear.  This  does 
not  mean  that  the  ancient  artists 
lacked  ability;  the  animals  they  drew 
are  very  realistic.  Winter  explained 
that  the  difference  is  symbolic.  This 
early  tribe  believed  a  realistic  drawing 
made  it  more  likely  the  animal  would 
be  killed.  In  one  drawing  of  a  bison, 
the  tribesmen  marked  a  spot  on  the 
animal's  back  where  they  would  have 
tried  to  spear  the  animal.  These  cave 
paintings  are  similar  to  ones  found 
in  the  early  20th  century  in  southern 
France  and  Spain.  However,  this  is 
the  first  time  that  paintings  from  this 
time  period  have  been  found  in  Italy. 

Winter  and  the  handful  of  other 
scholars  and  scientists  who  were  with 
him  reported  their  findings  to  the 
local  authorities.  After  verification  by 
Italian  experts,  the  area  was  officially 
registered  as  an  archeological  site, 
which  gives  it  protected  status. 

The  cave  paintings  were  an  unex- 
pected discovery,  but  Winter  and  his 
group  of  scientists  had  already 
planned  to  study  the  site  because  of 
earlier  groups  that  had  inhabited  the 
same  location.  It  is  common,  he  said, 
for  a  series  of  cultures  to  settle  in  the 
same  place.  The  cave  painters  were 
part  of  a  hunter-gatherer  tribe  who 
lived  in  the  Paleolithic  time  period 
(Old  Stone  Age).  The  site  also  shows 
remains  of  a  more  advanced  group  of 
humans  that  inhabited  the  area  in  the 
Neolithic  (New  Stone  Age)  period. 
This  group  had  learned  to  farm  and 
had  domesticated  animals.  Winter 
believes  the  evidence  shows  they 
practiced  a  bloody  religion  involving 
human  and  animal  sacrifice.  Even 
later,  in  the  10th  century,  the  site  was 
occupied  by  a  Byzantine  monastery 
whose  ruins  are  still  visible. 

The  Neolithic  community  created 
large  stone  altars  and  basins  that  Win- 
ter believes  were  used  as  part  of  their 
pre-Christian  religion.  One  large  rock 
at  the  site  is  carved  into  a  seat  for  a 
sacrificial  victim.  A  young  woman 
would  have  been  bound  and  seated  at 
the  altar.  Her  throat  would  have  been 
slit  and  her  blood  collected  in  a  basin 
at  her  feet.  In  the  gruesome  ritual, 
worshippers  would  have  probably 
drunk  her  blood  or  been  baptized  in 
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it.  Winter  and  his  fellow  researchers 
found  the  fragments  of  many  skulls 
in  the  area. 

A  second  rock  altar  used  to  sacri- 
fice bulls  was  also  found.  The  bull 
was  probably  a  sacred  animal  to  the 
people  in  this  time  period.  Winter 
said  he  feels  sure  the  sacrifices  were 
conduced  at  certain  times  of  the  year 
in  the  belief  they  would  ensure  a 
good  harvest  and  successful  hunting. 
These  rituals  later  became  part  of  reli- 
gious practices  common  throughout 
the  Mediterranean  during  biblical 
times.  People  throughout  the  area 
worshiped  Baal,  the  chief  deity,  and 
his  wife,  Astarte.  The  worship  of  the 
goddess  involved  setting  wooden 
poles  in  the  ground.  Winter  found 
one  location  where  four  slots  were 
carved  into  a  rock,  most  likely  as  a 
place  to  set  the  poles.  During  the  win- 
ter solstice,  the  sun  would  rise  in  the 
middle  of  these  poles,  indicating  this 
group  had  a  calendar  related  to  agri- 
culture and  fertility. 

Early  books  of  the  Bible  refer  to 
these  rituals,  warning  the  ancient 
Israelites  to  avoid  intermarriage  with 
people  who  practiced  them  and  to 
destroy  these  worship  sites.  Other 
ancient  manuscripts  that  Winter  has 
studied  also  mention  these  practices, 
leading  him  to  believe  that  this  basic 
belief  system  was  practiced  widely 
throughout  Mesopotamia,  the  Mid- 
dle East  and  Asia  Minor,  with  each 
area  slightly  adapting  the  rituals  and 
traditions. 

Some  scholars  believe  these  writ- 
ings are  merely  myths.  However,  Win- 
ter said,  "I  insist  that  myth  and  leg- 
end has  a  concrete  beginning."  The 
interesting  thing  about  the  Calabrian 
site  is  that  this  is  the  only  place  in 
Italy  where  evidence  of  this  religion 
has  been  found.  Winter  speculates 
that  members  of  an  ancient  Middle 
Eastern  tribe  migrated  to  this  isolated, 
mountainous  region  to  live,  bringing 
their  religion  with  them. 

Winter  also  found  other  signs  of 
the  Neolithic  culture.  One  cave  open- 
ing was  carved  in  the  fonn  of  a  rectan- 
gular doorway.  There  are  carved 
indentations  around  the  doorway 
where  a  log  would  have  rested,  hold- 
ing a  stone  door  in  place.  Nearby  are 
carved  niches  in  the  rock  where  votive 
statuettes  would  have  been  placed. 


Traces  of  these  early  beliefs  may 
still  be  present  in  the  area.  'There  are 
several  towns  in  the  region  whose 
symbol  is  the  bull  and  whose  names 
are  Latin  for  bull,"  Winter  comment- 
ed. "Even  today,  people  who  live  in 
the  mountains  perform  sacrifices  of 
animals  —  and  drink  their  blood." 

Winter  and  his  colleagues  have 
published  a  book  in  Italy  detailing 
their  findings  and  may  publish  a 
scholarly  article  in  England.  They 
have  obtained  a  grant  from  the  Euro- 
pean Community  to  continue  their 
research  and  also  have  the  promise  of 
support  from  a  nearby  town.  Several 
scholars  from  throughout  the  world 
have  contacted  Winter  to  express 
their  interest  in  his  most  recent  dis- 
covery. Late  in  2002,  Winter  received 
word  that  his  colleagues  in  Italy  had 
discovered  several  religious  statuettes 
associated  with  the  region.  They  have 
also  found  clay  tablets  inscribed  with 
an  unknown  ancient  language.  Win- 
ter plans  to  return  to  Italy  this  sum- 
mer to  continue  his  studies. 

This  research  was  conducted  under 
the  auspices  of  Athenaeum,  an  inter- 
national association  of  scholars  that 
Winter  serves  as  president.  More 
information  and  photos  of  this  site 
may  be  found  on  the  Web  at  \\"^\'\\'.

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lOOth  anniversary 


Times  were  different 
in  1903.  Hickory  was 
a  small  hamlet  with 
Lenoir  College  on 
its  outskirts.  Contact 
between  men  and 
women  students  was 
carefully  restricted,  and  faculty 
members  had  to  be  practicing 
Lutherans. 

But  in  spite  of  the  serious 
nature  of  higher  education, 
there  was  room  for  a  little 
fun.  In  1903,  the  College 
established  its  first  intercol- 
legiate sport  —  baseball  —  despite 
the  apparent  objections  of  some 
faculty  members. 

"Organized  physical  activities  were 
viewed  by  the  faculty  as  time-con- 
suming and  useless,"  according  to 
"Fair  Star,"  a  history  of  the  College. 
Dr.  Jason  Chrysostom  Moser,  profes- 
sor of  Latin  and  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  wrote  in  an  1893 
article  exploring  the  advantages  of 
attending  Lenoir  College,  "Base-ball, 
rowing  matches,  and  other  similar 
sports  receive  so  much  attention  (at 
larger  colleges)  that  pupils  find  more 
inducement  to  muscular  exercises 
and  often  conclude  that  they  can  win 
greater  applause  by  proficiency  in 
athletics  than  mathematics." 

Despite  such  objections,  several 
pick-up  baseball  games  were  played 
on  campus.  "The  Lenoirian,"  a  stu- 
dent publication,  carried  an  article  by 
B.L.  Stroup  '03  that  began:  "For  sev- 
eral years  past  very  little  interest  has 
been  taken  in  athletics  by  the  stu- 
dents of  Lenoir  College.  This  ought 
not  to  be,  and  judging  from  the  pre- 
sent indications,  is  not  going  to  be 
so  this  season. 

"We  are  very  glad  to  note  the  fact 
that  a  ball  team  has  already  been  orga- 
nized and  there  seems  to  be  sufficient

enthusiasm  to  do  something.  Soon  the 
balls  and  bats  will  be  brought  forth, 
and  the  merry  shouts  of  the  players 
will  ring  over  the  campus." 

By  Jan.  30,  1903,  the  faculty  had 
evidently  softened  its  position  on  ath- 
letics and  voted  to  offer  free  tuition 
"to  procure  a  good  pitcher  and  catcher 
for  the  ball  team."  In  March,  "The 
Lenoirian"  reported  that  baseball  uni- 
forms (silver  gray  with  the  red  letters 
"L.C."  on  the  shirt)  had  arrived.  On 
March  17,  1903,  the  teams  of  Lenoir 
College  and  Catawba  College  "crossed 
bats  at  the  Lenoir  College  athletic 
park,"  west  of  the  Old  Main  building. 

By  1912,  the  quality  of  the  program 
was  sufficient  to  attract  athletes  of  the 
caliber  of  Jim  Poole,  a  student  who 
later  played  major  league  baseball. 

The  1924  baseball  team  inspired 
the  nickname  "Bears."  A  sportswriter 
from  the  Raleigh  News  &  Observer 
coined  the  name  when  reporting  on 
the  team's  22-7  win  over  Atlantic 
Christian  at  Wilson  on  April  9.  He 
wrote,  "After  a  slow  start,  the  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  team  came  charging  out  of  the 
dugout  like  mountain  bears  charging 


forth  from  their  haunts  in 
the  Western  North  Carolina 
mountains."  The  name 
stuck,  and  was  soon  picked 
up  by  other  newspapers. 

We  know  very  little  about 
the  baseball  team's  early 
years,  since  the  records  prior 
to  1924  are  incomplete.  Dur- 
ing most  of  its  history,  base- 
ball was  a  minor  sport  for 
the  College,  receiving  little 
financial  assistance.  In  most 
cases,  the  baseball  coach  was 
also  required  to  coach 
another  sport,  usually  football. 

In  fact,  early  teams  shared  a  play- 
ing field  with  the  football  team. 
Giles  Setzer  '53,  a  member  of  the 
L-R  Sports  Hall  of  Fame,  played  both 
baseball  and  football  for  the  Bears.  He 
recalled  that  a  baseball  diamond  was 
drawn  in  the  field  where  the  football 
stadium  now  stands.  During  the  foot- 
ball season,  a  set  of  temporary  bleach- 
ers was  set  up  and  football  was  played 
in  the  same  area. 

One  of  the  legendary  baseball  coach- 
es at  L-R  was  Troy  Washam  '47,  who 
won  70  games  and  lost  23  while  coach- 
ing the  Bears.  Washam  also  served  as 
assistant  football  coach,  but  his  true 
love  was  baseball.  "He  (Washam)  was 
a  great  coach,"  Setzer  said.  "Everybody 
liked  to  play  for  him." 

Washam  recalled  that  one  year  he 
only  had  one  baseball  scholarship  to 
offer,  while  another  year  he  only  had 
half  a  scholarship.  However,  he  did 
his  best  to  recruit  football  players 
who  could  also  do  double  duty  as 
baseball  players. 

Washam  began  his  career  at  L-R 
as  a  student  athlete.  He  played  from 
1940  to  1942  before  enlisting  in  the 
military.  In  1942,  the  team  won  the 
championship  in  its  conference. 
All  intercollegiate  sports,  including 
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the  baseball  team,  were  suspended  in 
1943  because  so  many  of  the  male 
students  were  serving  in  the  military 
during  World  War  II.  A  few  games 
were  played  in  1944  and  1945.  The 
following  year,  sports  were  reinstated. 
Washam  recalled  that  most  of  the 
winning  baseball  team  came  back  to 
L-R  as  veterans  and  once  again  had 
a  winning  season. 

After  graduation,  Washam  served  as 
L-R's  head  baseball  coach  from  1949 
through  1953.  His  teams  won  confer- 
ence championships  in  1952  and  1953. 

Washam  also  compiled  an  impres- 
sive record  coaching  American  Legion 
and  Hickory  High  School  baseball. 
While  at  Hickory  High,  his  teams 
won  nine  championships  and  he 
was  named  Baseball  Coach  of  the  Year 
in  the  4 A  Western  Conference.  His 
Legion  teams  won  10  area  champi- 
onships. In  1948,  his  Legion  team 
won  the  state  and  regional  champi- 
onships and  went  on  to  the  national 
semi-finals.  In  1968,  he  was  inducted 
into  the  North  Carolina  American 
Legion  Baseball  Hall  of  Fame.  He  is 
also  enshrined  in  the  L-R  Sports  Hall 
of  Fame.  Throughout  his  coaching 
career,  his  teams  won  500  games, 
resulting  in  22  championships. 

When  asked  about  his  impressive 
record,  Washam  said  he  had  some 
talented  players.  "They  were  a  good 
bunch  of  kids  and  loved  to  play  the 
game."  Apparently  he  inspired  team- 
work as  well.  'T  was  fortunate  enough 
that  all  those  boys  gelled  into  a  team," 
he  said. 

Washam  recounted  the  story  of 
twin  brothers  Gene  and  Jerry  Robin- 
son from  Maynard,  Mass.,  two  of  his 
star  players.  They  were  planning  to 
attend  Newberry  College  in  South 
Carolina  on  football  scholarships. 
However,  someone  suggested  they 
stop  by  Lenoir-Rhyne  on  their  way. 
Once  at  L-R,  they  were  convinced  to 
stay  and  helped  form  the  core  of 
Washam s  winning  teams. 

The  baseball  team  continued  under 
other  coaches,  but  was  briefly  inter- 
rupted. There  was  no  team  from  1971 
through  1973,  probably  due  to  finan- 
cial problems. 

In  1974,  baseball  returned  to  L-R, 
although  it  continued  to  occupy  a  sec- 
ondary sports  status.  Most  of  the  base- 
ball players  also  played  football  or 
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basketball.  Things  changed  in  1988, 
when  John  Hamilton  became  the  first 
baseball  coach  who  did  not  have  to 
coach  another  sport.  Hamilton,  who  is 
now  a  basketball  and  tennis  coach  at 
Hickory  High  School,  said  he  set  out 
to  build  up  the  program. 

Hamilton  emphasized  recruiting 
local  players  who  were  primarily 
interested  in  baseball.  At  the  same 
time,  he  added  fall  baseball,  extending 
the  number  of  games  played  in  a 
season.  The  College  also  upgraded 
the  teams  home  field  on  campus, 
which  was  instrumental  in  attracting 
top  players. 

"We  became  more  competitive.  I 
consider  that  a  pretty  big  turnaround," 
he  said. 

The  present  head  coach  is  Frank 
Pait,  who  worked  two  years  as  Hamil- 
ton's assistant  before  taking  over  the 
top  job  in  1997.  "He  has  taken  baseball 
at  L-R  to  the  ne.xt  level,"  Hamilton  said. 

Pait  said  his  goal  is  "basically  ever}' 
year  to  compete  for  a  conference 
championship."  In  2000,  the  team 
won  the  South  Atlantic  Conference 
tournament  for  the  first  time.  In 
200 1 ,  the  Bears  won  the  SAC  tourna- 
ment and  also  the  conference  champi-

onship.  This  marked  the  first  time 
since  1953  that  the  Colleges  baseball 
team  could  boast  a  championship 
season.  In  2002,  the  team  notched 
30  wins  for  the  third  year  in  a  row. 

This  year  has  been  a  little  more 
difficult  since  he  has  lost  several  of 
his  star  players.  However,  one  of  the 
records  that  Pait  is  most  proud  of 
is  his  players'  graduation  rate.  Since 
he  has  been  coach,  ever)'  player  who 
has  stayed  with  the  team  at  least  two 
years  has  earned  a  college  degree. 

"Student  athletes  manage  their 
time  better  and  have  a  better  GPA 
than  the  average  student."  he  said. 
Another  success  ston*  from  the  L-R 
team  is  William  Covibs  '01 ,  \\  ho  is 
now  placing  minor  league  baseball  for 
the  Baltimore  Orioles  organization. 

Pait  hopes  he  can  continue  to  build 
on  the  team's  success.  He  explained  his 
recruitment  plan  this  %\"ay:  'We  start 
locally  and  then  work  our  \\a\"  out. 
We  want  the  local  community"  to  kno%\" 
we're  interested.  Our  best  players  gen- 
erally come  from  the  local  area."  Q

to  furniture,

any  people  in  Hickory 
know  Dewyone  "Pedie" 

King  '96  as  a  football 
standout:  first  as  quarter- 
back at  Hickory  High  and 
then  as  a  wide  receiver  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College. 
Today,  he  is  running  a  different  route, 
one  that  he  hopes  will  take  him  to 
business  success. 

King,  29,  and  his  business  partner, 
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Jay  Rubino,  39,  have  a  new  company, 
Ruskin  Inc.,  which  designs,  engineers 
and  produces  chair  frames  and  occa- 
sional tables.  They  know  they  are 
bucking  a  trend,  since  many  furniture 
manufacturers  are  now  buying  these 
items  from  overseas  suppliers,  who 
have  lower  labor  costs. 

However,  the  two  partners  feel  they 
can  be  competitive  by  automating  the 
work,  greatly  reducing  labor  costs. 
"We  can  manufacture  these  pieces 
with  about  one-tenth  the  staff  of  a 


conventional  operation,"  Rubino  said. 

King  and  Rubino  met  when  both 
were  employed  by  Hancock  &  Moore, 
a  high-end  furniture  manufacturer. 
King,  who  graduated  from  L-R  with 
a  major  in  sports  management  and  a 
minor  in  business,  was  production 
manager,  while  Rubino  was  vice  presi- 
dent of  manufacturing.  Both  noticed 
the  company  was  having  trouble 
obtaining  high-quality  chair  frames. 

To  meet  this  need,  the  two  decided 
to  form  their  own  company.  With  a 
loan  from  Bank  of  Granite  and  a  lot  of 
faith  in  their  idea,  they  incorporated 
as  Ruskin  Inc.  in  1999.  In  the  spring 
of  2000,  they  moved  to  the  Old  Hick- 
ory Tannery  building. 

Expressing  faith  in  the  future 
seems  to  come  naturally  to  King. 
Perhaps  that's  partly  because  of  his 
young  family.  He  and  his  wife,  Kerri 
Sessions  King  '97  have  two  children, 
Bristen,  4,  and  Tyson,  2. 

That  positive  attitude  has  made 
others  sit  up  and  take  notice  as  well. 
For  its  innovative  approach,  Ruskin 
Inc.  received  the  Catawba  Valley 
Chamber  of  Commerce's  2003  Faith  in 
the  Future  Award.  It  has  also  caught 
the  attention  of  U.S.  Rep.  Cass  Bal- 
lenger,  who  has  taken  several  digni- 
taries to  tour  the  company. 

Last  year,  the  new  company  broke 
even,  propelled  by  240  percent 
growth  in  sales.  It  is  on  track  to  beat 
that  record  this  year.  In  fact,  Ruskin  is 
already  planning  to  expand  by  acquir- 
ing new  equipment.  "We're  a  pretty 
small  company  now,  but  we're  grow- 
ing rapidly,"  King  said.  Ruskin  Inc. 
employs  14  people  and  sells  to  such 
well-known  companies  as  Hancock  & 
Moore,  Drexel  Heritage,  Hickory 
Chair,  HBF  and  Century. 

Rubino,  who  has  an  engineering 
degree  in  wood  science  from  North 
Carolina  State  University,  says  he 
believes  the  important  factors  in 
their  business  are  quality,  consistency, 
service  and  price.  The  new  company 
is  already  beating  its  overseas  com- 
petitors on  quality,  consistency  and 
service,  he  said.  As  the  operation 
expands,  the  partners  expect  their 
prices  to  drop  as  well. 

"We  definitely  think  furniture 
manufacturing  is  going  to  stay  in 
this  area,"  King  said.  "We're  a  viable 
option  to  those  companies."  D

Dr.  Clark  Gaither  '80  was  awarded  the 
2002  Family  Physician  of  The  Year  by 
the  North  CaroUna  Academy  of  Family 
Physicians  Inc.  The  award  seeks  to 
acknowledge  an  outstanding  family 
physician  who  embodies  the  NCAFP's 
mission  of  promoting  access  to  primary 
care  services  by  family  physicians  and  to 
advocating  the  specialty  of  family  medi- 
cine in  North  Carolina. 

After  graduating  from  Lenoir-Rhyne,  Gaither  attended 
medical  school  at  East  Carolina  School  of  Medicine  and 
completed  his  residency  in  family  medicine  in  1992.  He 
and  a  colleague  purchased  Goldsboro  Family  Physicians 
PA,  where  he  still  practices  today. 

Gaither  has  served  on  numerous  boards  and  volun- 
teered at  countless  organizations  throughout  Wayne 
County.  He  currently  serves  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  WATCH,  a  Wayne  County-based  community 
health  program  and  is  medical  director  of  its  Access  To 
Care  Task  Force.  Gaither  is  also  a  dentist  monitor  for  the 
N.C.  Caring  Dentists  Program,  as  well  as  a  current  board 
member  of  The  Beacon  Company  and  the  North  Caroli- 
na Physicians  Health  Program. 

Gaither  has  significantly  contributed  to  improving 
community  health  care  through  his  involvement  in  an 
effort  serving  disadvantaged  Wayne  County  patients  who 
have  no  health  insurance,  Medicaid  or  Medicare.  Known 
as  WATCH  (Wayne  Action  Teams  for  Community 
Health),  the  program  encompasses  several  community 
health  improvement  initiatives,  and  includes  the  success- 
ful Mobile  Medical  Unit,  Wayne  County's  chnic  on 
wheels.  Gaither  was  instrumental  in  the  groups  pursuing 
the  concept  and  has  donated  countless  numbers  of 
hours,  and  provided  substantial  monetary  and  profes- 
sional support  to  this  effort.  The  unit  has  served  more 
than  3,200  patients  in  more  than  9,000  visits  and  contin- 
ues to  provide  a  modem  facility  to  diagnose  diabetes, 
hypertension  and  even  tumors.  Some  have  questioned 
whether  the  mobile  program  would  have  even  existed 
without  Gaither's  initiative. 

Gaithers  dedication  and  support  of  community  health

Alumni  reach  milestone  in  coaching  careers 

Two  Lenoir-Rhyne  alumni  reached  significant  milestones 
this  school  year  in  their  careers  as  high  school  coaches. 
Tom  Brown  '65,  head  football  coach  at  Maiden  High 
School,  reached  300  career  victories,  making  him  only 
the  fifth  coach  in  North  Carolina  to  achieve  that  record. 

David  Elder  '67 
has  set  his  own 
record  as  coach  of 
the  girls'  basketball 
team  at  Hickory 
High  School.  This 
season,  he  achieved 
400  career  wins  as  a 
basketball  coach. 

Brown's  milestone 
victory  came  in  the 
second  round  of  the 
lAA  state  playoff 
game  against 
Thomasville  on  Nov. 
22,  2002.  He  has 
coached  at  Maiden 
for  30  years,  in  addi- 
tion to  a  four-year 
stint  at  Bunker  Hill 
High  School.  He  also 
holds  the  North  Car- 
olina state  record  for 
most  wins  at  one 
school  with  279,  passing  the  late  Frank  Barger  '48,  who 
had  273  wins  at  Hickory  High  School. 

"It  amazes  me  that  I  am  where  I  am,"  Brown  said  at  a 
press  conference  announcing  he  plans  to  coach  for  five 
more  seasons.  "I  didn't  realize  that  I  was  going  to  the  most 
unbelievable  football  town  anywhere.  I  am  proud  of  it." 

Elder's  400th  victory  was  against  Horizon  Sports 
Events  Australian  National  All-Stars.  The  win  improved 
Elder's  20-year  record  as  the  Red  Tornadoes'  coach  to 
400-128.  He  has  another  138  wins  in  football,  83  of 
them  over  nine  seasons  at  Hickory  High  School. 

"I've  just  always  had  a  great  effort  out  of  the  girls  at 
Hickory,  and  I've  really  been  blessed,"  Elder  said  follow- 
ing the  victory.  "I've  been  lucky  to  have  been  involved  in 
coaching  and  being  around  teenagers,  and  I've  never  had 
to  grow  up."  ■

Sen.  Elizabeth  Dole  to 
commencenient  address 


Lenoir-Rhyne  College  is  proud  to  announce  that 
Sen.  Elizabeth  Dole,  R-N.C,  will  be  the  spring 
commencement  speaker  at  10  a.m.  May  10.  To 
allow  the  public  to  attend,  the  event  will  be  held  in 
Moretz  Stadium  on  campus.  Further  details  about 
her  appearance  will  be  posted  on  the  College's 
Web  site  at  www.lrc.edu. 
The  senior  class  selected  Dole  as  their  choice  for  com- 
mencement speaker  because  of  her  long  history  of  com- 
munity service,  a  value  that  is  also  emphasized  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne.  An  estimated  85  percent  of  the  Class  of  2003 
participates  in  community  service  activities.  Like  many 
L-R  students.  Dole  was  born  and  raised  in  North  Carolina 
and  also  is  a  product  of  private  higher  education.  The 
senator  was  born  in  Salisbury,  N.C.,  on  July  29,  1936, 
and  graduated  in  1958  from  Duke  University,  where  she 
was  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  She  graduated  from 
Harvard  Law  School  in  1965  and  also  holds  a  master's 
degree  in  education  and  government  from  Harvard. 

From  1969  to  1973,  she  served  as  deputy  assistant  to 
President  Richard  M.  Nixon  for  consumer  affairs,  beginning 
a  career  of  dedication  to  public  safety,  for  which  she 
received  the  National  Safety  Council's  Distinguished  Service 
Award  in  1989.  Her  resume  includes  six  years  (1973-1979) 
as  a  member  of  the  Federal  Trade  Commission  and  two  years 
(1981-1983)  as  assistant  to  President  Ronald  Reagan  for 
public  liaison.  In  February  1983,  Dole  joined  President 
Reagan's  cabinet  as  secretary  of  transportation  —  the  first 
woman  to  hold  that  position.  She  was  sworn  in  by  President 
George  H.W.  Bush  as  the  nation's  20th  secretary  of  labor  in 
January  1989.  She  worked  to  increase  safety  and  health  in 
the  workplace,  advocated  upgrading  the  skills  of  the  Ameri- 
can workforce,  and  played  a  key  role  in  resolving  the  bitter 
11 -month  Pittston  Coal  Strike  in  southwest  Virginia. 

Dole  served  as  president  of  the  American  Red  Cross 
from  1991  through  1999.  In  January  1999,  she  sought  the 
Republican  presidential  nomination.  In  2001,  Dole  traveled 
to  El  Salvador  with  Project  Roundhouse,  an  organization 
which  funds  construction  of  sturdy,  inexpensive,  easily 
built,  earthquake-resistant  round  houses  in  Central  Ameri- 
ca, where  thousands  have  lost  their  homes  to  hurricanes 
and  earthquakes.  She  currently  serves  as  the  national 
director  of  education  and  information  for  Hospice. 

Dole's  awards  are  numerous,  ranging  from  honors  for 
civic  service  and  leadership  in  government  to  accolades 
for  her  charitable  commitments  and  dedication  to  issues 
surrounding  women  in  the  workplace.  In  1991,  she 
was  honored  with  the  prestigious  North  Carolina  Award 
from  Gov.  James  Martin.  She  was  named  "North  Car- 
olinian of  the  Year"  by  the  North  Carolina  Press  Associ- 
ation in  1993.  Also  in  1993,  Women  Executives  in  State 
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Government  honored  Dole  with  its  Lifetime  Achievement 
Award.  In  1998,  she  received  the  Humanitarian  Award 
from  the  National  Commission  Against  Drunk  Drl\'ing. 
That  same  year,  she  was  selected  for  induction  into  the 
Safety  and  Health  Hall  of  Fame  International  for  her 
numerous  transportation,  workplace,  and  blood  safety 
accomplishments.  She  has  also  received  the  Foreign  Policy 
Association  Medal  and  the  Radcliffe  College  Medal  for  her 
outstanding  accompHshments. 

Dole  was  awarded  the  National  Religious  Broadcasters" 
1999  Board  of  Directors  Award.  In  1995,  she  received 
Churchwoman  of  the  Year  honors  from  Religious  Heritage 
of  America,  and  in  1996  the  Christian  Woman  of  the  Year 
Association  named  her  Christian  Woman  of  the  Year.  Dole 
was  honored  by  the  League  of  Women  Voters  as  the  recipi- 
ent of  the  Leadership  Award  in  1994,  and  in  1995  she 
received  the  Raoul  Wallenberg  Award  for  Humanitarian 
Service.  She  has  received  honorary  doctorate  degrees  from 
40  colleges  and  universities.  Dole  served  on  the  Duke 
University  Board  of  Trustees  from  1974  to  1985  and  Board 
of  Overseers  for  Harvard  University  from  1990  to  1996.    □
